1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 28, 2008 was filed after the mailing date of the Notice of 

Allowance on January 4, 2008. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97 since it only submitted copies of 
the listings filed July 31, 2001 and September 22, 2003. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner with the following results. References A1-A14 and A17 were initialed as being considered in the IDS filed July 31, 2001 
and returned with the Office action mailed March 26, 2003. Accordingly they will appear on the face of the patent and have been 
lined through. References A15-A16 and A18, previously lined through, have been initialed solely on the basis of the documents 
submitted with the IDS of September 22, 2003. References A19-A23 appear twice in the listing: on the page labeled "Page 2 of 2" 
(top right) and on the page labeled "Page 1 of 1" (bottom right). The citations are incomplete for these references on the page labeled 
"Page 2 of 2" and have been lined through. The complete citations for references A19-A23 on the page labeled "Page 1 of 1" have 
also been lined through for the following reason. 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2), requires a legible copy of each cited non-patent literature 
publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to be listed. By 
providing a table of contents, applicant is implying that each and every article of the five volumes constitutes the portion that caused 
the reference to be listed. Since only the table of contents was submitted, the references are incomplete. Therefore references A19- 
A23 do not comply with the requirement of 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2) and have been lined through. If there were specific articles that 
applicant wanted the examiner to consider from these references, they should have been listed separately and copies of the specific 
articles submitted. Examiner has checked the image file for references CI and C2. The images are not present in the image file. 
Therefore references CI and C2 have also been lined through. (It is also noted that according to the citations, the complete reference 
for CI was not submitted and the page numbers for reference C2 were not included in the citation.)
